tion the dream of far-sighted men 
who pioneered in this, the first ex­ 
tensive irrigation work in 
Texas 
based en conservation 
of 
flood 
waters. 
At this time, when the en­ 
tire State is aroused as never be­ 
fore to the expediency of conserva­ 
tion and irrigation, the story of the 
Medina project is worth relating. 
About fifteen years ago Dr. F. S. 
Pearson, a distinguished 
engineer 
with irrigation experience all over 
the world, conceived the idea of the 
damming of the Medina River on its 
upper stretches, and the dam was 
completed in 1912. 
The dam is a 
concrete structure 1,589 feet long,

14 feet high above the river bed, and 
128 feet wide at the base. 
At the 
time it was constructed it cost more 
than $2,500,000; it would cost 
a 
great deal more now, due to increas­ 
ed costs of material and labor. 
At high water mark the reservoir 
extends sixteen miles upstream from 
the dam, and covers nearly ten sec­ 
tions of land, containing 
264,010 
acre-feet of water. 
Diversion Dam. 
Four miles below the 
storage 
dam is a diversion dam, itself fifty 
feet high, and from here the main 
canal carries the w ater by gravity 


to the irrigable lands below. 
The 
main 
canal is twenty-four 
miles 
long, and with the diversion dam 
added a cost of $1,222,000 to the 
piojoct. 
A storage dam in the heart 
of the irrigable 
lands, 
known 
as 
Chicon Lake carries a supply for 
immediate use at all times, and fifty 
miles of laterals distribute the wat« r 
to the first unit of 8,500 acres. 
The lands under the project com­ 
prise slightly 
more 
than 
40.000 
acres, and consist of a wide variety 
of soils, ranging from 
the 
light 
Norfolk sand to the rich black Hous­ 
ton clay, thus making possible the

Peaches, plums, 
•ml grapes are grown on adjoining 
lands, and the Webb and Norfolk 
soils will probably find their best 
development in fruits. 
One Billion Plants. 
The greatest enterprise at pres­ 
ent in this territory, outside the ir­ 
rigation project itself, is 
the 
im­ 
mense plant farm of C. H. Melton, 
at Devine. 
From this farm, w ater­ 
ed by the Medina system, go annual­ 
ly many carloads of onion, cabbage, 
and potato plants. A large pecan 


orchard, now reaching bearing age, 
also occupies some of the, irrigated 
land. 
Two trunk line railroads cross 
the land, and on or near are, 
the 
small towns of Devine, Lytlei, La­ 
Coste, and Natalia, while at its near­ 
est point the irrigable land is only 
about fifteen miles from the city of 
San Antonio. 
The plant farm expects to ship 
this 
season 
about 
1,000,000,000 
plants, and several thousand acres 
are being prepared for staple crops, 
although only a small part of the 
land has yet been placed on the 
market. 
The construction of roads 
connecting farms with the 
paved 
highway which crosses the tract, is 
in progress and the platting of the 
land in farms of approximately forty 
acres each will be completed with­ 
in the next few months. 
A unique 
feature of the platting is that nat­ 
ural boundaries, such as roads, can­ 
als, creeks, etc., are used wherever 
possible, thus eliminating the 
in­ 
convenience of canals and laterals 
cutting across fields.* A detailed soil 
survey is being made by scientists 
from A. and M. College. 
The original owners of the Me­ 
dina project spent about $7,250,000 
in purchase of land and construc­ 
tion, the latter item amounting to 


$4,607,000. The newly-organized dis­ 
trict took over the 
irrigation 
sys­ 
tem as it stands for $1,779,000 and 
has $721,000 with which to extend 
the canals and laterals over the re­ 
mainder of the land. 
This will mean 
the development of 
about 
1,000 
farms 
with an ample 
supply 
of 
water, flowing to the fields by gravi­ 
ty— not a pump on the project. 
Dowrn on the Nueces a water-im- 
provement district centering around 
Cotulla w’as formed some 
months 
ago. 
It has completed the prelimi­ 
nary surveys, which promise 
the 
watering of more than 100,000 acres 
principally 
in 
LaSalle 
county. 
Bonds to the amount of $7,333,000 
have been voted, and construction 
cf an immense dam on the Nueces 
is expected to begin within a 
few’ 
months. 
Small acreages which have 
been irrigated from the natural flow 
of the river, or from small 
dams, 
will become insignificant compared 
to the new project. 
In Frio County another district 
recently formed has 
voted 
funds 
with which to do 
the 
engineering 
work, outline a system, and make an 
estimate for its construction. 
The 
Frio and Leona river* will supply 
the water for this project, 
which 
also promises to be an extensive one. 


Projects now being planned 
or 
under construction are based upon 
(areful engineering w'ork, rainfall 
data, and soil knowledge, and are 
allowed to go ahead only after ap­ 
proval by the State board of water 
engineers, which first determines as 
accurately as the data at hand will 
allow, whether there is reasonable 
assurance of sufficient water for all 
the acreage included. 
Tho pioneer conservation and ir­ 
rigation project of this section, that 
on the Medina, despite having "hung 
fire’’ for all these years, wall be the 
first t “ get under development since 
its waster is available, but with the 
increased interest all over the State 
and the steps being taken in several 
sections, the irrigated acreage bids 
fair to be multiplied several times 
within the next few years. 
Texas is already a "billipn-dollar" 
State; when her available water re­ 
sources are utilized to multiply the 
production of her fertile acres, both 
her population and her production 
will grow by leaps and bounds. More 
than forty promising sites for water 
conservation have been located by 
the State board of w ater engineers, 
en only a few of wrhich definite steps 
have 1 cen taken toward 
develop­ 
ment.
